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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1, 5-6, and 8 is the inclusion of 
the limitation of nozzle setting means for, when the printing medium is held only by the 
second conveyance means, setting nozzles to be used for printing by selecting from the 
nozzles of the printhead arranged at the downstream side in the printing medium 
conveyance direction, in accordance with a position of the printing medium in the 
printing medium conveyance direction; wherein said nozzle setting means, when 
printing a rear side of the printing medium, changes the nozzles to be used for printing 
at each scan of the printhead, and during the plural times of scanning, nozzles to be 
sued for printing are changed, instead of conveying the printing medium by at least one 
of said first and second conveyance means. It is this limitation found in each of the 
claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested 
by the prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 7 is the inclusion of the method 
step of nozzle setting step for, determining when the printing medium is held only by the 
second conveyance means, setting nozzles to be used for printing by selecting from the 
nozzles of the printhead arranged at the downstream side in the printing medium 
conveyance direction, in accordance with a position of the printing medium in the 
printing medium conveyance direction; wherein said nozzle setting means, when 
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printing a rear side of the printing medium, changes the nozzles to be used for printing 
at each scan of the printhead, and during the plural times of scanning, nozzles to be 
sued for printing are changed, instead of conveying the printing medium by at least one 
of said first and second conveyance means. It is this step found in each of the claims, 
as it is claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
